HOW  TO  PRODUCE  A  GOOD  LAWN 


After  the  ground  is  thoroughly  worked,  roll  it  before  seeding 
to  prevent  it  from  settling  unevenly,  and  then  rake  the  surface 
lightly.  Sow  the  seed  so  as  to  cover  the  ground  thoroughly,  and 
then  cover  it  lightly  with  soil.  Roll  again  so  as  to  press  the  seed 
in  firmly.  If  you  have  no  roller,  use  boards  and  tramp  on  them  so 
es  to  pack  the  ground  firmly. 

New  lawns  should  not  be  allowed  to  dry  out.  not  even  for  a. 
half  day.  For  the  first  15  days  the  lawn  should  be  watered  twice 
a  day  if  necessary. 


A  lawn  should  be  fertilized  after  the  first  cutting,  and  at  least 
twice  a  year.

If  you  want  a  moisture-holding  material  for  top-dressing  use  peat; 
it  is  clean.
